Question: How many personnel were reassigned from ORE to ONE 
during November 19507 


Answer : The earliest available authorized Table of Organization 
for ONE is dated 21 December 1950. The earliest 
strength report reflecting ONE as a separate entity 
was as of 31 January 1951, showing an on Soa strength 
of 58. 


Question: As of 1 January 1951, what was the on duty strength 
of ORR? 


Answer : Strength as of 31 December 1950 (date of record 
nearest to 1 January 1951)

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Question: When the Basic Intelligence Division, ORR, was established 
in 1947, what was the on duty strength? 


Answer : Statistical data was not maintained below Office levels 
by this Office prior to 1953, hence, definite strength 
data by division is not available, However, we have 
determined from individuals who used to maintain the 
personnel records that the strength was about 20 to 22. 
Also we have learned that there were 22 positions pro- 
vided for in the Fiscal Year 1948 budget and 25 in the 
Fiscal Year 1949 budget. Therefore, it appears reason- 
able that the strength of the Basic Intelligence Division 
was approximately 22 when it was established in 1947,
